LONDON VESTRY ELECTIONS. 

Compl*te and corrected returns of the recent eleo- 
tions for vestrymen for London are now published. So 
far from the Progressives sweeping the rd—as they 
prophesied that they were going to do—the moderates 
have been returned in an overwhelming majority. 
There aro 30 self-governing vestries, including Wool- 
wich Local Board, and 46 vestries which elect repre- 
sentatives to district boards. In 28 of the former, 
and in 34 of the latter there were contests. The 
number of vestrymen returned in these contested 
elections was 3,697, of whom 2,369 are Moderates and 
1,998 P exsives, Of the 29 ssif-guverning vestries, 
2 have Moderate majorities, and in nine the Pro- 
gressives predominate. Of the 47 vestries electing 
representatives to district boards, the Moderates have 
majorities in all but three. In the 14 uncontested 
elections the old vestry was in — cases returned 
unopposed. and in every case of elections there 
ia a Moderate majority on the vestry. To get at 
something like an accurate statement of the position 
of parties on the vestries, about 350 should be added 
to the figures of the Moderates in the contested clec- 
ticns and about W to those of the P: 
additions will account roughiy for 
elections. 

COUNTY COUNCIL ELECTION. 

This week's London states that for the County 
Council election, which takes place in March, nearly 
ali the ive members wil! stand for re-election, 
e chairman, Sir John Hutton, tbe vice- 
chairman, Mr, Charles Harrison, and the deputy chair- 
Dickinson, who stands for Wandsworth. 
Lord Carrin; intends to run n in West St. 
Paneras, and Lord Monkswell in Haggerston. It is 
hoped that Lord Rosebery will be elected by East 
Finsbury under the same conditions as he was elected 
three years ago. Almost every constituency will be 
fought by the Progressives, including the City. The 
list of Progressive candidates includes several Liberal 
Unionists, and Lord Wolverton will probably be a 
candidate for a South London constituency, Among 
Progressive members who will not seek re-election are 
Mr. Pick 1, M. P. (Central Hackney), Mr. Gallo- 
way Weir, M.P. (Rast Ishugton), Dr. tt (Newing- 
ton), Mr. Hollington (Mile-end), and Mr. Tarling 
(Whitechapel). Among new candidates on the Con- 
servative side, London ™ states are Lord Laming- 
ton, who is spoken of in connection with North st, 
Pancras; Capt. Middleton, secretary of the Conservas 
tive Union, who stands im Delwich; and Mr. Jenkins, 
author of “Ginx's Baby," who intends running in 
Fulham. 
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
